A Pastoral Letter 
In View of the Recent Emergency in the Work of the 


National Council 
To the People of the Diocese: 


My Dear People: The National Council carries on the 
work of our Church in the foreign field, notably China 
and Japan and in the great missionary regions under our 
flag such as Alaska and the Philippines, as well as in the 
Mountain States of continental America. The Council’s budget 
as set by General Convention last September for the year 
1932 was $4,225,000. 

But when the pledges from the Dioceses came in they 
were $1,000,000 short. (Our own pledge had dropped from 
$30,000 to $15,000.) It was clear that the budget must be 
pruned. The Council cut 10 per cent from all salaries (nearly 
4000 of them.) It cut administrative expenses to the bone. 
It saved $600,000—but where was the other $400,000-to come 
from? Further cuts would mean to close work, to dismiss 
missionaries, to set back the magnificent beginnings in many 
fields. That was unthinkable. The Council, therefore, turned 
to the Church and said: “Give us that $400,000 in a special 
offering on Whitsunday, the great missionary day of the 
Church. Let it be a great free will offering—no campaign, 
no pressure, only a glad readiness to give of our poverty as 
of our riches to help the Church in an emergency.” 

The appeal has been made. On Whitsunday, May 15, is our 
opportunity to respond. Some will give a day’s income. Some 
will double their present contribution “for others.” Some 
will deny themselves a hat or a dress or a book or a box of 
cigars. But I am sure that all of us will give! Can not we in 
California increase our small $15,000 to $25,000? Let us try! 
For the love of our Lord and the work of His Church I be- 
seech your earnest response. Faithfully your bishop.

Good Friday and Easter Sunday 


The Good Friday and Easter services in the Cathedral 
itself, or such part of it as we now have, were so success- 
fully arranged and carried out in every way so splen- 
didly that I can not forego the opportunity of putting in 
this litthe word of appreciation. All the arrangements were 
made in the most skillful way. The space under the steel 
frame of the three bays was boarded and walled about by a 
high canvas screen so that the congregations on both the 
great days were entirely protected.

The 
chancel furnishings from the old crypt were installed and 
the whole atmosphere of the new choir was changed. The 
superb windows were an inspiration and, added to all this, 
we had on Easter the immense privilege of Mr. Rudy Seiger 
and his associates accompanying the choir-in leading the 
music. Everything conduced to make the service one of 
uplifting devotion. I have spoken in a very impersonal way 
but can not close without putting in the word that all this 
represented the vision and leadership of the Dean and the 
splendid co-operation of his staff. That the Diocese owes 
him an immense debt for the building up of the whole 
Cathedral work needs not to be said but since only a very 
small part of the Diocese knows directly of these Good Fri- 
day and Easter services a word of appreciation here is not 
out of place.—E. L. P

Special offer- 
ing envelopes will be sent to each parish and mission and 
we trust all our clergy will strongly emphasize this appeal 
and that our people, in the spirit of love and self-sacrifice, 
will voluntarily and generously respond. 


Whitsunday is the birthday of the Church. May it be a 
real rally day for all our communicants—a day of re-dedica- 
tion and re-consecration in the service of Christ and His 
Church.

Churchmen’s Round Table Luncheon 


Bishop Parsons was the guest of honor at the March 
Round Table gathering and addressed the assemblage on 
“Some Diocesan Aims.” He first discussed the deficit of the 
National Council and the problem which faced the Diocese 
in meeting the great shortage of income. The pruning of 
the diocesan budget will enable us to carry on without low- 
ering salaries of any missionaries, having only the minimum 
and without closing any important work. We hope to in- 
crease materially our inadequate pledge to the National 
Council by the Whitsunday offering. He then pointed out 
the relation of the économies which the depression has 
forced upon us, to the whole matter of diocesan strategy 
and explained the plans for the development of that strategy 
through the Convocations. He concluded by pointing out 
that back of contributions, economies and strategy— if the 
Church is to do her work properly—we must have the spirit 
of evangelism. A right conception of evangelism sees every 
loyal Christian as a missionary within the circle of those 
whose lives he touches. 


At the close of the address T. J. Ivans, C. W. Eichbaum 
and VY. J. Robertson were appointed a committee—with 
President R. H. Noble and Secretary P. C. Woodhouse—to 
arrange for the get-together anniversary luncheon with the 
clergy of the Diocese as invited guests. Members of the Round 
Table are urged to attend and to sponsor at least one guest.

Geographic Tokens of Brotherhood

One is translated from the realm of fancy to the ground 
of reality by photography. Illustration true to a realistic en- 
richment of first-hand accounts of the lands and the peoples 
of the world guides to a sense of the brotherhood of man. 
The Apostle Paul linked theology and geography, when he 
declared to the men of Athens: “God hath made of one 
blood all nations of men for to dwell on all the face of the 
earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their habitation.” 


To become world-minded through geographic and ethno- 
graphic knowledge is to acquire, in a widening of humani- 
tarian interest, a theologic scope of brotherly love. Whatever 
contributes to an understanding of the conformation of 
human nature to environment helps to make the map of the 
world a charter of that fundamental social unity, which pro- 
motes the blessedness of international peace. An enlarge- 
ment of sympathy incident to a growing interest in man- 
kind tends to hasten the surety of regard for the nations as 
world families. 

Such master-works as The National Geographic Magazine 
strip geography of its academic habiliments and help to 
make it a synthetic portrayal of human interests. Some years 
ago, by a casual purchase, a copy of that magazine made its 
way into a certain household. Edified by its values, the copy 
was mailed to a brother of the housewife of that home, who 
was as much enlightened as his sister by the descriptive 
lines of beauty in its illustrated text. That copy was kept by

St. Andrew’s Inn, San Francisco, is a real home for boys, 
under the efficient leadership of the Rev. George Maxwell. It 
has accommodations for fifty boys who, while boarding at 
the Inn, attend the regular public schools of San Francisco. 
Their homework is supervised by Mr. Maxwell and a whole- 
some program of recreation is provided, including such 
activities as handicraft, organized games, dramatics, ath- 
letics and hikes. The physical well-being of the boys is 
looked after by Dr. R. A. Reynolds, on the staff of St. Luke’s 
Hospital and a physician of outstanding merits and winning 
personality. The boys have a real affection for him and Mr. 
Maxwell. Each summer vacation is spent at Camp St. An- 
drew, on the Livermore estate at Calistoga. The fees of the 
Inn are only $28 a month, so as to allow parents in mod- 
erate circumstances to secure for their sons the advantages 
of home life at a rate within their means. Boys are accepted

between the ages of eight and seventeen. We commend St. 
Andrew’s Inn to the clergy of the Diocese and hope that they 
will visit the institution and see for themselves the good 
work Mr. Maxwell is doing and as opportunity offers recom- 
mend it to parishioners looking for such a school. The loca- 
tion is at 2840 Twenty-fifth street, San Francisco, adjoining 
the property of the Church of the Good Samaritan.

Christ Church, Alameda (the Rev. Henry H. Shires, rector) 
is publishing monthly an excellent Church paper entitled 
The Parish Messenger. Attractively printed, it contains in 
each issue a column of wise counsel and encouragement by 
the rector, news of the many activities of this large and 
well-organized parish and a page of personal items. It is un- 
doubtedly an instrument of great help in imparting informa- 
tion and inspiration and in knitting all the members in 
closer bonds of fellowship and faith. 

“Believe it or not”—there is a lady in one of the missions 
of our Diocese who has taught in the same Sunday School 
for sixty years. Starting as a young girl, she has continued 


during all this period and great has been her influence on 
the lives of the children who have come under her instruc- 
tion. Here is a record that is probably unequaled in the 
entire Church. 


During the past month the Archdeacon visited St. James 
Church, Centerville. The community is predominantly Ro- 
man Catholic, being 75 per cent Portuguese, but our Church 
exerts a fine influence on the non-Roman population. The 
encouraging features of our work are: (1) The deep affec- 
tion of the people toward the vicar and his wife, the Rev. 
and Mrs. William J. Attwood. (2) A Men’s Club which is re- 
garded as the livest men’s organization in the township. The 
president of this is Mr. Frank Hayes. (3) A Guild-Auxiliary 
of forty-five ladies, many of whom belong to different de- 
nominations. Mrs. Carrie Emerson is the president. (4) The 
efficient way in which the accounts of the parish are kept. 
Mr. Lax is the new treasurer. The Archdeacon stayed with 
the vicar and his wife. They have two sons, one who is dis- 
tinguishing himself in medical school and the other who is 
just completing graduate work at Stanford University. The 
Church School was visited and morning and evening serv- 
ices were held, good congregations being present on both 
occasions. The choir sang exceptionally well, especially 
commendable being the solo work by Mr. Fred Blakow. A 
conference was held with the Misison Board and the affairs 
of the parish were discussed. Within a radius of five miles 
there are six little towns—lIrvington, Newark, Niles, Al- 
varado, Warm Springs, Decoto and it was suggested that a 
key man or woman be appointed in each of these to look 
after the Church’s welfare by visiting, reporting to the vicar 
cases of sickness and endeavoring to get any children to at- 
tend St. James Church School.

On the occasion of the Bishop’s visit recently to our True 
Sunshine Mission (Chinese), San Francisco, the Rev. Mr. Wu 
presented a class of ten for confirmatnion. At the same time 
twelve were baptized, including seven young men. A large 
congregation was present. | 

St. Paul’s Church, Salinas, recently caught fire but by 
prompt action of the local fire department was not destroy- 
ed. The damage done was covered by insurance and the 
building has been completely renovated.

In March the Archdeacon visited the Salinas Valley field. 
At St. Mark’s, King City, the Rev. Eberts McKechnie and 
Deaconess Thayer are doing good and effective work. Mr. 
McKechnie makes an average of seventy calls a month. The 
young people have been organized and this is filling a long- 
felt need. There are some forty enrolled and these are en- 
thusiastic over plans for reaching the youth of the com- 
munity. 

At San Ardo a call was made at the Dudley Ranch. Miss 
Dudley and her sister, Mrs. Grimes, faithful and devoted 
members of St. Matthew’s Mission, are helping with the 
Church School recently started by Deaconess Phelps. The 
enrollment of about twenty includes all the non-Roman 
children of the community. 

‘At San Miguel we have a mission that has been closed for 
a decade but the people of this small community are rather 
anxious that we give them services again. The Rev. Charles 
L. Thackeray of Paso Robles is surveying the situation and 
if conditions warrant, the work will be re-opened. At San 
Miguel the Diocese also owns a small cemetery. The lots sell 
at $5 each and we are endeavoring to get the people of the 
community to assume some responsibility in keeping this 
burial ground in neat and orderly condition. 

At St. James, Paso Robles, the Archdeacon spent a de- 
lightful two days with Mr. and Mrs. Thackeray. The church 
and grounds are kept most attractively. On the Sunday an 
early celebration was held and the Archdeacon addressed 
the children of the Church School and preached at the 11:00 
o’clock service. The local Business and Professional 
Women’s Club attended in a body and helped fill the church. 
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The Chapel of the Chimes organ is 
broadcast—

Mr. Thackeray has been nearly ten years in this field and 
his interest in the community is being increasingly felt. 
Among community activities he has organized a successful 
players’ guild, a community puppet show for children, a 
well-attended archery club for the boys and he is chairman 
of the Pioneer Day Celebration which brings a crowd of 
more than 10,000 people to Paso Robles each year. He is a 
member of the local Rotary Club and the men help him in 
his work among boys. Mr. Thackeray also has taken an active 
part during the depression in visiting the hoboes’ camps that 
have been established between San Luis Obispo and King 
City. He also has been instrumental in obtaining better mo- 
tion pictures for the community. 


On the Sunday afternoon Mr. Thackeray drove me over to 
Christ Mission, Parkfield, about fifty miles to the northeast 
of Paso Robles, in the midst of cattle country. Deaconess 
Phelps holds a Church School here every Sunday afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock. Her work is excellent and her influence is 
far-reaching. The attractive little mission building was well 
filled, many of the people coming from quite a distance. 
After service we were entertained at the hospitable home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Clyde Taylor. 


Monday morning I had the pleasure of breakfasting with 
Deaconess Phelps and talked over certain phases of the 
work, In addition to re-opening and supervising the Church 
Schools at Parkfield and San Ardo, Deaconess Phelps has 
started a real work among the isolated, giving the children 
instruction by mail. She would like the assistance of three 
teachers anywhere in the Diocese who would like to have 
the privilege of helping her by teaching isolated children by 
correspondence. We need some one for the intermediates. 
The lesson material is furnished and all that is requested is 
someone who will mail the instructions, correct papers and 


take a little personal interest in the little ones of this iso- 
lated field. Volunteers are asked to communicate with the 
Archdeacon for further information. 


Later on Monday Mr. Thackeray drove me over to St. 
Luke’s, Jolon, and thence to King City. On the way we 
stopped at the small Hames Valley school house and found 
nine young children being taught by a remarkably fine teach- 
er, Mrs. Hunter. The children took great joy in repeating 
Bishop Nichols’ old slogan: “Never say die. Never tell a lie. 
Never stick your finger in the other man’s pie.” Each of the 
nine plays a musical instrument and they adjourned class to 
favor us with a couple of musical selections. After this treat 
we had our pictures taken and we surprised the children 
by presenting each with a carton of ice cream, thanks to 
the foresight of Mr. Thackeray. The children in the picture 
are Jean Rievertz, Ina Rievertz, Ellen Rievertz, Betty Ed- 
rington, Nadyne Hunter, Harold Frudden, Maynard Frudden, 
Grace Frudden and William Eckerich. 


Proceeding on our way we had a barbeque lunch on the 
Pleyto Road. Mr. Thackeray is an excellent chef and this 
part of the day’s program was greatly enjoyed. 

At Jolon we visited our small St. John’s Mission. Mr. Mc- 
Kechnie holds a service here once a month. There is a com- 
munity guild and our building is loaned to the Roman 
Catholics for services. 

Both King City and Paso Robles are going to prepare for 
preaching missions next fall and all stations in the Salinas 
Valley field are anticipating with pleasure the coming Way- 
side Cross pilgrimage, scheduled for Saturday and Sunday, 
May 8. 

In the March issue of The Pacific Churchman we reported 
a number of gifts toward. the shortage -in the Diocesan 
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Working Fund. Here is a letter received by our diocesan 
treasurer. It manjfests such a fine spirit of loyal co-operation 
that we know you will enjoy reading it: 


“Richmond, California, March 8, 1932. 


“Dear Mr. Lee: We, the young people of St. Edmund’s 
Church, Richmond, wish to present to you the enclosed 
check for the amount of $10. The Beta Epsilon is a new 
young people’s club which was recently formed. We have 
been saving our dues for the purpose of purchasing a carpet 
which was to be placed on the floor of the ‘children’s cor- 
ner’ in our church.

The directors 
are empowered to fix the treasurer’s salary from the income 
of the several funds of the Diocese on a basis to be decided 
upon from time to time by the said board of directors. In 
addition to having full charge of the diocesan and Grace 
Cathedral finances, Mr. Lée is treasurer of the Church Di- 
vinity School of the Pacific and of the Protestant Episcopal 
Bishop, a corporation sole. When the Synod met in San 
Francisco he was elected treasurer of the Province. A good 
deal of work centers in his office because he is treasurer of 
our Diocese and for this extra work he receives little or no 
remuneration. Mr. Lee is a certified public accountant, with 
offices at 485 California street. His son, Frank, is in business 
with him and assists with Diocese work when needed but 
receives no remunneration from the Diocese. Miss Freda 
Ast is the treasurer’s secretary and bookkeeper for the Dio- 
cese. Several years’ experience in the office of the National 
Council gives her unusual qualifications for diocesan work. 
Her books are a pattern of correctness and neatness. Miss 
Flora Brown is Mr. Lee’s assistant for the Grace Cathedral 
Building Fund. She is not on the diocesan payroll. It is 
hoped that when we build the diocesan house with the 
money left for this purpose in the will of the late Mrs. L. F. 
Monteagle, that an office will be provided in the building 
for the treasurer. The accounts handled by the treasurer 
are carefully audited and information will be given cheer- 
fully at any time. Mr. Lee has served the Diocese efficiently 
and well and deserves high commendation for the service 
he has rendered.

him for his young son until old enough to appreciate its 
mind-enlarging contents. 

There is no agency more valuable for the promotion of 
religion than that which is an aid to that end, but which in 
itself considered is not ostensively promotive of religious in- 
terests. On the other hand, kindred publications, like The 
Spirit of Missions, that mark the progress of religion as being 
conterminous with the progress of human enlightenment, 
also contribute toward the unification of mankind in the 
bonds of neighborship.

A special meeting of the diocesan officers of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary was called to discuss the emergency call of the 
Church. With it comes a tremendous appeal to the mission- 
ary loyalty of our Church, to which our women will un- 
doubtedly respond. 

The National Council has set Whitsunday, May 15, as the 
day of an emergency giving of $400,000 which will make it 
possible to continue under a reduced budget for the next 
six months. The collection will come through the parishes. 

The presidents of the Auxiliary branches are urged to 
co-operate in every possible way by bringing this informa- 
tion before their women. It was suggested that the equiva- 
lent of one day’s income be used in estimating the amount 
of one’s gift. 

The emergency issue of The Church at Work (January- 
February, 1932) is suggested as an excellent source of in- 
formation concerning the program presented. To quote 
Bishop Perry, from his emergency message: “May we not 
convert the present difficulty into a stimulus for a great ad- 
vance? Shall we not take this occasion to restore morale, 
through service and sacrifice, in parish, diocese and mis- 
sionary field—using all the resources within our power to 
set forward the work of building the Kingdom of God?” 


The Woman’s Auxiliary chose the Bishop’s Quiet Day as 
the time for the spring collection of the United Thank Of- 
fering. It seems particularly fitting that on a day so rich in 
spiritual gifts the women of this Diocese should make their 
practical offering of gratitude. 

The total offering was $913.84, made up as follows: Con- 
vocation of San Francisco, $216.47; Convocation of Oak- 
land, $182.87; Convocation of San Jose, $314; Marin County, 
$121.50; loose offering, $34.. The parish in Palo Alto pre- 
sented the largest offering, possibly due to the fact that a 
greater number of its women have a little blue box. May we 
aim to have a little blue box in the hands of every woman in 
the Church, with a prayer of gratitude with each gift.

Special Meetings in theProvince 


The southern section met in Los Angeles on March 9, with 
representatives from Diocesee of California, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento and Districts of Arizona, Nevada, San Joaquin 
and Utah. The urgent need of special efforts to raise the sum 
of $400,000 for the National Church in order to avoid any 
further cuts during 1932 than the 10 per cent already im- 
posed was the reason for calling this and similar meetings 
all over the United States. It was decided to make an appeal 
for special offering on Whitsunday, in addition to individual 
gifts. The Rev. C. H. Collett, field secretary of the National 
Council, presented the issue with great clearness. Our Pre- 
siding Bishop, Rt. Rev. L. C. Sanford, D. D., was chairman 
of the meeting. A resolution which proposed to have each 
Diocese and District assume its pro rata share of the $400,- 
000 was turned down, since it was felt that the gifts should 
be purely voluntary. The meeting sent its affectionate greet- 
ings to Bishop Stevens, congratulating him uvon his restora- 
tion to health. 

We have lost a distinguished Californian in the death of 
the Rev. Carroll M. Davis, L.L.D., a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California and formerly rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Sacramento. He was for several years secretary of domestic 
misisons in the National Council and for many years secre- 
tary of the General Convention. He attended our Synod last 
vear at Phoenix. Loved by all who knew him, he will be 
missed by hosts of friends near and far.

On March 16 the Diocesan Council met with the Relief 
Committee to decide whether or not to continue with the 
relief work carried on by our order in the Diocese. The 
meeting, as usual, was opened with prayer by our president, 
Dr. Christiansen. The roll call showed that chapters from 
all three Convocations were represented. 

Mrs. Hammersley MacMurray, secretary, outlined the work 
from its inception to the present time. The treasurer, Miss 
Jessie M. Wiggins, gave her report on expenditures—the de- 
crease in funds showing the increasing demand for meal 
tickets. Close to 3000 meals have been provided and by the 
time the last tickets in circulation are redeemed the funds 
will have been practically exhausted. Donations of money 
have been received from several San Francisco -chapters 
which felt themselves not sufficiently in touch with the 
women for whom the tickets were intended. Reports were 
also made by‘ Mrs. W. R. Hill, first vice-president, who is in 
charge of providing tickets for chapters, and from Mrs. 
William Cochran, who keeps the six agencies pronvided 
with tickets for free distribution and who also deals with 
Compton’s. Mrs. Cochran read a letter from Mrs. Mary Huch- 
inson, in charge of the Relief Committee for women over 
forty, expressing great appreciation for the tickets, saying 
they had been most helpful. The letter told of members of 
the Rotary Club being so impressed with their usefulness 
that they had the Rotary Club take up the same system for 
men. 

Dr. Christiansen, in a short address, told of the present 
situation as she, one of the fifteen guest speakers, all promi- 
nent in relief work, had heard it discussed the preceding 
week at a “public relations dinner” given by the Business 
and Professional Women’s League. The consensus of opinion 
at the dinner was that the present period of social adjust- 
ment shows no evidence of decreasing unemployment with 
its attendant distress; that it has now reached a group of 
women who were used to living within their means and 
saving a little money but who, due to long unemployment, 
have exhausted their savings and now face absolute want. 

The question was then put, “Shall we discontinue the work 
which has been carried on so effectively with credit to our 
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Church? Shall we ask for another year’s interest on the 
Building Fund, that we may continue for a month or two 
longer?” Discussion was invited. All agreed that the work 
must be continued and another year’s interest was voted and 
allowed by the trustees to be given to the Relief Fund. 

Several members suggested making the project better 
known to the parishes, hoping that more publicity might 
stimulate private donations. The meeting was brought to a 
close promptly at noon, all members repeating the motto of 
the order. 

The spring meeting of the Daughters of the King will be 
held on Saturday, April 30, beginning at 11:00 a. m., at St. 
Matthew’s Church, San Mateo. We are all anticipating a 
pleasant gathering. 


Bishop Fiske on “Pollyanna” Religion 
From The Witness 


Would that we might see clearer signs also of the libera- 
tion of religion from the conventionalities and obsessions of 
the decade. The American pulpit has much to be ashamed of 
in its recollection of the hysteria of the Great War but it has 
had no better record since, with less excuse for its failure. 
Just as society, business, politics have been drenched with 
sensation, so the churches have been deliberately drinking 
at the same streams. 


When not sensational and with passionate attempt at the 
spectacular, our religion has fallen to other and lower 
depths. American religion is, for the most part, slushy, 
sloppy, sickly sentimentality, with the young men of the As- 
sociated Press acting as high priests of the temple. Read 
their dreadful accounts of gangster funerals, with highly- 
colored descriptions of weeping widows; or the stories 
which exploit youth in “humanizing Hoover.” Read the senti- 
mental Christmas messages of some of our Church leaders, 
with their high-sounding words that mean nothing. It is 
dreadful to be forced to learn how soft and silly the minis- 
terial mind may become. One grows sick of a Christmas 
which rises no higher in its thought of our Lord than to 
sentimentalize about God’s leaving a baby on the doorstep 
of the world. One reaches that point of exasperation when 
Christmas cards come in from professed Christians to 


“Send us the prayer, as the easterners do, 
May the peace of Allah abide with you.” 


So I hope that with this new year we may look into our 
hearts and ask whether our religion has very much of reality 


or stamina. Why need the churches and their ministers rush 


to “get on the bandwagon” every time some new fad leads a 
procession of foolish folk rushing along in their unthinking 
herd-mindedness? Why should we not find more Church 
leaders brave enough to make their people face facts? 


Above all, why not make them face the question as to 
where we are heading in our modern civilization and what 
we must cast overboard to escape going to pieces on the 
rocks? I would not have Church pulpits turned into forums 
for debate on proposed solutions of social or economic prob- 
lems but I do believe we may in our timidity go to such an 
extreme of caution as to make both preaching and worship 
a pleasant lullaby—or what our communistic friends call a 
spiritual soporific. 

The best remedy for that is to look into the mirror and 
see ourselves as we were twelve years ago; ten, five, two. | 
honestly think that with all our trouble today’s reflection in 
the glass is more encouraging and promises better health, 
even though we still feel rather ill. We have lost weight but 
we shall not regret that if we have learned to live more 
rationally.

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Rest Homes for Women 
By E. P.S. H. 


‘For several years the New York Academy of Medicine and 
the Federal Council of Churches have had a joint commit- 
tee the purpose of which is to study religion as a factor in 
maintaining health and curing disease and to promote a 
closer understanding and co-operation between doctors and 
clergy. This study has revealed, among other things, one 
outstanding need in the health work of the city which the 
churches could do most to meet. 


In the pressure of modern life thousands of people break 
down each year because they can not afford to take a rest 
when they need it and under conditions that will be con- 
ducive to re-establishment of nervous and mental health. 
There is an overwhelming need for the establishment in or 
near city centers of rest homes (nervous preventoria) where 
those who are tired in body, mind or spiirt may go for the 
physical recreation, mental re-education or spiritual regen- 
eration which would prevent a complete nervous break- 
down. Owing to changing conditions in city life, many of 
our churches are giving up their old forms of social service 
work. 


Let us consider the need of one group of people in par- 
ticular. There are in New York and other cities thousands 
of self-supporting women living in hall bedrooms or small 
studios, who cook their own breakfasts, lunch downtown 
and usually go out for dinner in the evening. Think of such 
a woman who has been through a period of great strain— 
it may be physical, mental or spiritual—and though nearly 
exhausted she feels that she can not afford to drop her work 
for even a few days of rest. Consequently, she continues her 
eight hours’ work and at the end of each day, too tired to 
think of going out to dinner and facing an extra climb up 
long stairs, she stops at a delicatessen, takes home an inade- 
quate supper and just when she most needs good food and 
cheerful companionship, spends evening after evening alone 
in her little room, with nothing to take her mind out of a 
vicious circle of her own depressing thoughts. Suppose such 
a woman could go for a few weeks at a reasonable charge 
to a Church rest home. There, after her eight-hour workday, 
she could tuck up in bed and have a tray brought to her or 
spend an evening by the fireside with cheer, companionship 
and change of thought and environment. 

Then consider this same type of woman, who has perhaps 
had a slight operation in a hospital. At the end of two weeks 
a doctor says to a patient of means: “You may go honre now 
if you will spend a week on your sofa and then go slow for 
a second week.” There are few people in the world who 
have “sofas,” with all that means of care and service. A self- 
supporting woman must choose between staying an extra 
week in the hospital, keeping out some one who needs her 
bed, or return to her hall bedroom with those dreary stairs, 
the need of going out for food and the depressing loneli- 
ness. Supposing such a woman could go for two weeks to a 
Church rest home. During the first week she would lead a 
“sofa” life, getting around gradually to greater actiivty. Dur- 
ing the second week she might start in on her eight-hour 
job with the joyful knowledge that at the end of each day 
real rest, good food and companionship awaited her. Think 
what an opportunity for spiritual helpfulness as well as 
practical service such a rest home would provide.
